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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 06 July 2005 amended the claims 1 , 3-4, 8, 10, added 
NEW dependent claims 14-15, and cancelled claim 9. 

The amended claim 1 is drawn to an invention having different Species than the 
Species of third embodiment (Fio. 3) oricinallv elected on 10 January 2005. 

Amended claim 1 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the Species A originally elected for the following reasons: Amended claim 1 now 
includes a limitation "...the inspection pad 8 that is cut away ", which was not originally 
elected in Species of third embodiment since there Is ONLY the shorting line 12 that 
Is cut away along the line 15 (Fig. 3). Therefore, claim 1 and its dependent claims 2- 
3, 5-7, 10, 14-15 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-3 and 5-7, 10 and 12-15 are withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention . See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
and MPEP§ 821.03. 

Therefore, ONLY claims 4, 8 and 1 1 are pending for elected species. 
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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 4 based on the Response filed on 06 
July 2005 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
Therefore, this is Final action . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 4, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ito et al. (US57481 79) in view of Sukeaawa et al. (US5636329) . 

Ito et al. teach (Figs. 3 and 15) a display apparatus comprising: 
Claim 4 : 

• an Insulating substrate SUB1 ; 

• a signal line (ITO conductive films d1-d3) for transmitting a signal to a pixel 
formed in a display area composed of pixels on the insulating substrate; 

• a driver integrated circuit (IC) mounted outside of the display area of the 

insulating substrate and electrically connected to the signal line; and 

• an inspection pad (test pad TEST) fonmed outside of the display area of the 

insulating substrate, electrically connected to the signal line, and covered with 
an anisotropic conductive film . 
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• a signal input pad fonned outside of tlie display area of the insulating substrate. 

for inputting a signal from outside of the insulating substrate to the driver IC, 

• an IC signal pad Inherently formed at a position conresponding to the driver IC on 

the insulating substrate, and formed to connect the signal line and driver IC as 
Fig. 15 shown. 

wherein 

• the signal input pad, the IC signal pad and the inspection pad are covered with 
an anisotropic conductive film as Fig. 15 shown. 

Claim 8 : 

• a conductive extension line connecting the IC signal pad to the inspection pad as 
Fig. 3 shown. 

Claim 11 : 

• the inspection pad and the signal input pad are substantially aligned along near 
an edge of the insulating substrate as Fig. 15 shown. 

However, Ito does not disclose explicitly that an anisotropic conductive film made 
of resin. 

Sukeqawa et al . teach an anisotropic conductive film made of resin. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to further modify a display apparatus as Ito et al. 
disclosed with an anisotropic conductive film made of resin for fluidizing to cover in an 
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intimate contact with the surface of the terminal portion, as taught by Sukeaawa et al . 
(col. 5 lines 65-67).
